A chmch trial of more than usual 
interest took place at Sulphut Springs 
last Friday and Saturday, resulting 
in the vindication of a man who haa 
Keen the victim of scandalous country 
gossip. 

Rev. J. H Savage had b;en sent to 
the Sulphur Springs circuit by the 
Methodist conference. He was a 
preacher of some ability and had no 
patience with the sins common with- 
in the bounds of his charge In re- 
sponse to his plain preaching the en 
mity of a portion of the community 
was aroused, and some time .igo scan- 
dalous talk regarding him was heard, 
tirst in whispers and then more loud- 
ly. Finally it reached the ears of 
the authorities of the church, and an 
investigation was decided upon. 

The trial was held last Friday, and 
Rev J.T. Rushing, the presiding el- 
der, presided at the trial. The only 
charge that the assailants of the min- 
ister could be induced to bring up 
for hearing, was that he was the hus- 
band of two living wives. 

The charge were Investigated and 
the most that could be made of them 
w is that they were hearsay, based on 
irresponsible gossip, and Rev. Sav- 
age was acquitted and the accusers 
put to shame.

Judge Miller declined to sit in the 
tax cases and therefore the bar elect- 
ed Hon. C M. Crowe special judge. 
The Gilstrap case wrs made a test 
case, and itB trial occupied half of 
last week. At its conclusion the 
courtldisruissed the case and gave 
Sheriff Keown judgment for his cost. 

Hon. C. M. Crowe was a member 
ol the Legislature in 1912 which 
parked the advertising act, and said 
in his opinion that it was meant to 
protect the county, the State and the 
sheriff, and to compel the payment of 
taxes by those owing them. The 
plaintiff was represented by G. B. 
Likens, while H. P. Taylor and Heav- 
rin & Woodward appeared for Sher 
Iff Keown.

Reviewed by one Who Left 
the Party When Free 
Silver Took It. 



Heralded as the Enemy of Trusts 
Yet it Was Dominated by 
Trust Magnates. 



What clear, useful lesson do the 
proceedings of the recent national 
Democratic convention teach? 

As a circus it was a success. Ring- 
master David Bennett Hill, of New 
York: Trick Horse, Alton Brooks 
Parker, of the same State; Perform- 
ing Monkeys, John Sharp Williams, 
of Mississippi, who tried to Imitate 
KHhu Root as temporary chairman; 
and Champ Clark, who essayed the 
role of mimicking Uncle Joe Cannon 
as permanent presiding officer; Trust 
Busters, James M. Gufley, Standard 
Oil magnate from Pennsylvania; and 
and August Belmont, of New York, 
recently chairman of the executive 
committee of the L. & N. Railroad 
Company, who together with David 
B. Hill secured the nomination of Al- 
ton Brooks Parker as their represen- 
tative In the race for the Presidency, 
and gave the party as Its nominee for 
the Vice Presidency Henry G. Davis, 
president of two railroad companies, 
president of a big national bank, and 
a leader of the coal trust. 

The real sincerity of the platform 
Is Indicated by the fact that William 
Jennings Bryan and David Bennett 
Hill agreed in favoring Its adoption. 
Oil and water, it Is said, will not mix. 
When I was a country boy there was 
in every back yard a structure Into 
which the wood ashes were poured, 
and from which came a liquid known 
as lye. This would bring oil and 
water together and produce soft soap. 
Champ Clark, In his opening ad- 
dress as permanent chairman, quoted 
the declaration of the psalmist. “In 
my ba6te I said all men are liars." 
David Bennett Hill exemplified how 
well this applied In his case, when in 
the committee room he assured Mr. 
Bryan that he did not know how 
Judge Parker stood on the financial 
question. Mr. Littleton, who was 
selected to present Parker's name to 
to the convention, got Into the same 
class by proclaiming that his candi- 
date would accept the platform as 
made for him by the party, and thus 
secured the support of the friends of 
free sliver, who, by striking out the 
action of the sub-committee In thank- 
ing Almighty God for the abundance 
of gold, had left the utterances of the 
Kansas City platform still In force as 
the attitude of the party on what was 
really the paramount question at St. 
Louis, The convention was so un- 
ruly that the chairman said “the rab- 
ble and the mob had controlled It 
from the beginning." He could not 
make himself heard without the use 
of a megaphone. 

It was so Indecent that obscenity 
and the vilest epithets were screamed 
from one of the halls to the other, in 
spite of the presence of at least 2,500 
ladles, and no one tried to sup- 
press It. 

Mr. Bryan denounced the delega- 
tion from Illinois as “no better than 
train robbers." One of the prornl- 
aent figures of the convention was 
Gov. Yardaman, of Mississippi, who 
secured his high place by opposing 
the education of the negroes, al- 
though he believes in training his 
horse or his dog. What was to me 
the most characferlstlc performance 
of the convention was the selection 
by the leaders of pitchfork Tillman, 
from South Carolina, to act as Its 
mouthpiece in explaining ifs position 
with reference to the Parker telegram.

embroidered "p’utz,” Mug iiulica- 
tno of iank. belongs to either the 
civil or military order, the two great 
social categories of the Chinese em- 
pire. In the former, naming them 
in proper order, a stork, gold pheas- 
ant, wild goose, crane, silver plicus- 
ant, egn t, partridge, quail and blue 
jay are exclusively depicted, mostly 
standing upon a rock in the miilst 
of waves and looking toward the 
sun. Each of these symbol.' is rou- 
tined to one of the nine grades of 
the upper ten. In the second divi- 
sion quadrupeds aJone are allowed. 
They include in proper rotation the 
ch'iliiu or unicorn; lion, leejianl, ti- 
ger. bear, ami tigvr eat. The color- 
ing is also '[* vi tied by the strut 
sumptuary laws of the country. 

A beautiful sjieeimeii of this em- 
broidery recently on view m lx>n- 
don was about the size of a large 
meat plate and was resplendent with 
pearls, eoral Muls and gold, thread. 
It displayed a 'tork. wrought with 
wed pearls of a good size and living 
toward a ticry wafer in coral, -tiuid- 
ing for the sun. Hooks, clouds or 
waves, deftly simulated by a few 
streaks of gold thread and cunning 
stitilies in tlo.-.s silk, occupied the 
background, while on tlie Iwimlike 
bonier, between a doiibly lli.ie of 
gold passing, couched with red silk, 
were arranged in a circle pearl hats, 
tortoise* ami other symlads of lon- 
gevity, brightened up with coral 
eyes, riveted on tlie sun.
